Dear Mr. Griffey: 



The processing of your request for information pertaining to Robert H. W. Welch (prior to 1975) 

which was referred to this office by the Federal Bureau of Investigation via the Chief of Naval 
Operations along with three pages of information has been completed. Our review of the 
documents/information reveals they contain personal identifiers (such as names and social 
security numbers) of third parties, the release of which would constitute an unwarranted invasion 
of personal privacy. Accordingly, we must partially deny your request and withhold this 
information pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) provisions 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) 
and (b)(7)(C). All releasable information is provided to you at enclosure (1). 

As the official responsible for the partial denial of your request, I am advising you of your right 
to appeal this determination. Your appeal must be postmarked within 60 calendar days from the 
date of this letter and should be addressed to the Secretary of the Navy's designee: Office of the 
Judge Advocate General, (Code 14), 1322 Patterson Avenue, S.E., Suite 3000, Washington Navy 
Yard, D.C. 20374-5066. The envelope and letter should bear the annotation "FOIA Appeal." 
Please include a copy of your original request with your appeal letter.

Explanation of FOIA/PA Exemptions 

Subsections of Title 5, United States Code, Section 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of 

national defense or foreign policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 
(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency, 

(b)(3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such 

statute(A) requires that the matters be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on 
issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld; 

(b)(4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a person and privileged or confidential; 

(b)(5) inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than 
an agency in litigation with the agency,

would deprive a person of a right to a fair trial or an impartial adjudication, (C) could be reasonably expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, (D) could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, 
including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any private institution which furnished information on a confidential 
basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law enforcement authority in the course of a criminal 
investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence investigation, information furnished by a 
confidential source, (E) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or 
would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could reasonably be expected 
to risk circumvention of the la w, or (F) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of 
an agency responsible for the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or

benefit or privilege under Federal programs, or which would identify a source who furnished information pursuant to a 

promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence; 
(k)(3) material maintained in connection with providing protective services to the President of the United States or any other 

individual pursuant to die authority of Title 18, United States Code, Section 3056; 
(k)(4) required by statute to be maintained and used solely as statistical records; 

(k)(5) investigatory material compiled solely for the purpose of determiiiing suitability, eligibility, or qualifications for Federal 
civilian employment or for access to classified information, the disclosure of which would reve al the identity of the person 
who furnished information pursuant to a promise mat his/her identity would be held in confidence; 

(k)(6) testing or examination material used to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion in Federal 
Government sendee the release of which would compromise the testing or examination process; 

(k)(7) material used to determine potential for promotion in the armed services, the disclosure of winch would reveal the identity of 
the person who furnished the material pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence.
